ANNUAL REPORT BY SUPERINTENDENT. 

The following is the Heport'of the Super- 
Yintendent of Victorin Gaol for 1894, !aid 
before the Legislative Council this after. 
noon s— ~ 

Vistoris Gaol, Saperiatendent’a Office, 
1 > Hongkong, 28th Jan,, 1895, 

Sir,—I have tho bonour to forward for 
the fnformation of His Excellency thé Go- 
vernor the Anouat Report onthe Victoria 
Gaot for 1894, . { 

2. The total number of admissions was 
8,015 of which number 763-had been pre- 
-vioualy convicted. The number. of old of. 
fenders admitted duting the last two years 
ia nearly 49 per cent. less than in 1892, 

3. The dails average number. confined in 
the Gaol -was 465 ss compared with 468 in 
1893, During the monthe of July, August, 
and September, the duily average number 
of prisoners wae greatly reduced owing to. 
the effect on the Colony of the epidemic of 
bubonic plague, Tho numbers for those 
three months were 401,398 and 404 yes- 
pectively. The lowest number in Gaol on 
anyone day was $73 on the 11th August, 
but.as the epidemic dissppsured the number’ 
increased ‘il the daily total reachéd 639 on 
the 0th December. si . 

4. There were 5,120 offences against pri- 
son discipline committed during the year, 
being 11.27: offences to each prisoner es 
eompared with 11,16 in 3893. 

' B The sanitary state of tho Gaol was 
good. There wera 3 cases of bubonic 
plague, the: fret casé being noticed on the 
Blet May. The prisoner who was discharged 
‘on the afternoun of that dey had been 2 deya 
in Gaot,. In the second case the prieoner 
was admitted to Gao] on the Sth Sune, was 
admitted to hospital ou the 8th aud was rev 
tensed on the TAU Jane.

THE GAP ROOK LIGHTHOUSE. 
IMPORTANT. ALTEZATIONS B°COMMERDED. 


‘It may be remembored that several weeka 

ago we intimated that the Gap:Rock Light. 
ouse had, to all Intonts’ and purposes, 
been condemned ty anexpert and that « 
reconsteuction had been recommended at 
-oonriderabto—cost to the Colony. Tho 
report of Messrs Coods, Son and Matthews 
was laid before the Legislative Council this 
afternoon. We give the portion of the 
roport dealing with the now recommenda- 
tions :— : 

Two roports have been prepared by the 
D-tector of Public Works bearing on the 
foreguing subject, these documents are 
dated Jéth aud 25th October, 1893, re- 
spectively, and show clearly tho extent of 
the damage osnsed by tha typhoon and the 
conditions which attondod tho disaster, 

On 8th Anguet last the Enginoer to the 
Trinity Corporation, to whom the matter 
had. been. referred, reported, inter alia, 
that the Buildings offer great resistance to 
the sea aud (hat-in his opinion they are 
inadequate for such an exceptionally ex- 
The report conoludes with 


‘I am-of opinion’ it would hava been 
preferable had the Lighthouse been 
erected at the north end of the Rock, 
as it will bo seen fromthe formation of 
this nite that it in well protected ‘and 
only broken water, to a harmless ex- 
tent, could, at any timo, have. sur- 
rounded s buildiug ao’ placed. The 
Tower shonid also, I consider, have 
been -treated as a Rock “Lighthouse, 
constructed of cylindrical form and 
hovlga’a oplindrtcal lantern as used in 
tho Corporation sorvico, 

‘A repetition of the damage recently ex- 
=—~ parienced. might—not—imprubably- 

averted by Alling the gtily on tho east 

side, proviously reforred to,-and the 
removal of the causeway at the ond af 
the gully which would have‘the offect 

of easing the sea over the Rock. I 

tegret to state, however, that even if 

this were anccessfully carried ‘out, 
which would invalvo considerable ex- 
liture;the-aafety of the existing 

Lighthouse and premises would atill 
__ remain a source of anxicty.” 

‘This report is accompanied by two draw- 

ings marked-No. 1 and No. 2 respecttively, 

Drawing No. 1 shows a- plan of tho Gap 
Rook with contour lines at each 10 feat in 
height. These briog out the configuration 
of the Rock, as far as it is practicatle to deo 
so, although without su inspection, it is 
diflcuit to grasp -the effect which the soa 
would bave.op the gaps and tore particu= 
larly that on the oastetn face, The sheat 
also shows by red culour thé-new position 
which we propoas for the Lighthouse and 
tho European Quattcrs,  * 

Drawing No. 2 showa general views of 
the Now Lower and Q ‘ariéra, from which 
their sovpe and character and-ihe mode of 
construction proposed to he ndopted will bo 
feadily understood. The déwils indicated 
on this sheet are, of coutss, subject to 
modification by the Director of ‘Public 
Worke upon preparing the Jatge acale draw- 
ings from which the structures would bo 
executed, This shest also shows a lonui- 
tadiaal section whereoo the new Light- 
house and works aro coloared rad. wherene 
those portions of the existing buildings 
which we consider should bs. removed are 
crossed by red lines, 

pon reforring to the drawings it will be 
observed, that we propose to baild a new 

Tower on the northern portion of the Rook. 

Tt' would bea cylindrical structure, generally 

of 14 feet internal -diameter, the walls 

being of messive proportions and consisting 
of brickwork faced with granite. It would’ 
reat on a heavy base and aub-bazo of granite 
and concrato, coming ‘well within the 
edge ot the platemn. at-the crest of 
the Rock tv which “tefererics has 
been made.

The oxisting Lighthouse Tower, a8 also

Ts isto us a subject nf extreme regret, 
that we havo becn unable to put forward 
any project for adoption which involves the 
maintenanco of the existing Tower and the 
Exropean Quarters, ‘Wo cuncor in the 
views expressed by tho Engineer to| 
tho Trinity Corporation, that ‘the north 
end of the Rock is the. propor 
site ‘lor .the . Tower, and that as 
long as the Lighthouse and buildings 
remain in their present position, they will 
prove a source of anxziety.and expense. In 
e mattor of such moment there ought, in 
our view, to be no uncertainty with regard 
to the satisfactory and-continuous exhibi- | 
tion of the light. If it sometimes fails when ) 
most required, viz., daring atorms,. instead 
of being a manns of safety, it might become 
a positive source of danger to tho mariner. 
Thia isso well recognized at home, that no 
expense is aparod to remedy proved dofects 
in the lighthouse service ntound the coasts 
of Groat Britain, and we would urge that 5 
similar polioy is the only eatisfactory ono 
to pursue in tho preseut instanco. 

Wo have carefally considered both on 
the Rock, and subsequently, if the diffienl- 
ties attendant on this cato could bo re- 
moved, tothe requisite extent, . by filling 
up tho enstorn ‘gap, 86° Bs to ense 
thé run of the sea therein. Ve are 
of opinion, after’ an inspection of 
the site and an oxamination of the 
configuration and character of the rocks, 
that the difficulties attendant upon the 
execution of auch a slape would be excap- 
tionally great, particularly at tho too where 
some wotk below low water level. would be 
required. We consider that the cost of 
such a slope, including the formation of 
the. too, would exceed that of the execution 
of the proposals which we have put forward 
for adoption. We also entertain considor- 
ablo doubt, as to whether the toe could be 
permatently executed in sach an exposed 
“position, the rocks at this apot boing water- 
‘worn to a glassy surface sloping outwards. 
For the foregoing reasons we much regret. 
that-we-are-unable—to-devise—any—satisfac= 
tory form of treatment for. tho dissipation 
of the seas falling into the eastern gap. 

It is not practicsble to orrive at more 
‘than an approximate estimate of the cost of 
iho proposed works in consequence of the 
diffientties attendant upon the landing of 
the men and materials, and the extent to. 
which the operations will be governed by 
the seasaus, We believe, however, thatan 
expenditure of $139,000 willbe found suffi. 
dient for the satisfactory ‘execution of the 
works proposed, 

’ With ‘reference to the second head in 
your letter of Sth instant, wo would re- 
commend that the services of the pre- 
sent Europssn Keepers be retained, or 
‘that other experienced men from the 
Trinity service be engaged in lieu of them 
on the expiration of their agreemonts, 
provided suitable arrangement cannot 
be made with the existiog Keepers 
or that they tmey bo wowilling to remain. 
Ta such an exposed position, where as in 
the caso of the typhoon of October 1893, 
the Keepers may. be required ty act on 
their owa reeponsibility, itis most impor. 
tant tbat. only. experlonced Europexna 
should be in charge.
